DETAILED ACTION 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 7, 
line 5, "148" should be replaced with — 1 15—. On page 8, line 9, "recesses" should be 
replaced with -grooves--. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

All terminal disclaimers filed on March 28, 2006 have been approved and 
recorded. 

Claims 15 and 43 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 
1 5, line 7, a comma should follow the first occurrence of "to". In claim 43, line 2, -with 
a- should follow "plug", since a plug had not yet been claimed. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

The drawings are objected to because Figure 28AC should be labeled as 
TIG. 28A". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date

The following is an examiner's Reasons For Allowance: The examiner has 
adopted the positions set forth by applicant in the REMARKS filed on September 6, 
2006. Additionally, with respect to claim 48, the examiner has taken the position that 
Sperber et al (181) does not teach a carrier moving longitudinally in response to the 
insertion of a rekeying tool into the tool-receiving aperture, and the first valid key being 
removable after the tool is inserted.
